NARROW STREET 


This means that, when you a t­ 
tach ton many lamps and appli­ 
ance« to the outlet, or two out­ 
lets on the same circuit, you arc 
trying to crowd too much electri­ 
city along a “narrow street”. The 
irsult is that all of it cannot a r­ 
rive at the point w here you need 
it. Then your lamps dim. your ap­ 
pliance- slow down and you don’t 
get the service you are paying for 
The same thing happens when 
you attem pt to operate a high w at­ 
tage appliance by connecting it to 
an outlet on a circuit of wire too 
small to permit the right amount 
of electricity to reach the point 
of use.

one 
lighting 
branch circuit for each 500 sq. 
ft 
of finished floor area in the 
house. 
Wall switches should be placed 
on the lock side of the doorway 
to each room, and when doors in 
j the same r»>om are more than 10 
ft apart, dual control of the chief 
lighting fixture should be planned 
by installing a wall switch at each 
doorway. 
This is a safety feature that is 
also recognized in the recom m en­ 
dation that wall switches be in­ 
stalled at the head and foot of 
each stairway, each to control hall 
lights on both levels excepting in 
attic and basement.
